Freedom of 
religion must carry with it the 
eradication of prejudice and bigotry 
where no person is victimised 
because of his religion.

Our Con- 
stitution lays down the principle; 
our laws impose no religious dis- 
abilities» our social, commercial and 
sporting life give very little evi- 
dence of religious prejudice or 
bigotry, and to the slight extent 
it may exist it can be removed by 
decent people with decent instincts. 


FREE SPEECH 


“Freedom of speech ‘may fairly 
claim to have been established in 
our State, but it was not estab- 
lished without courage, effort and 
determination. Following the estab- 
lishment of our State, free speech - 
was challenged by the present 
Government Paty with organised 
violence, frequently associated with 
firearms. 

“The forces which had con- 
tinuously challenged free speech 
were triumphant in 1932, and it 
looked as if free speech was finished 
and dead.

Patrol Actions
